But thus Meſſen- 
ger meeting with no” better Succeſs than the for- 
mer, he received ſecret Inſtructions to endeavour 
the Dettrucion of this Impoſtor, ar what rate {a- 
ever, 11Ot to be ſparing of Dagger ny Poyfon, great 
Rewards or any thing elſe which might contrioute 
to his Ruin, = £25

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This was not fo ſecretly carried on, but that 35/- 
,0wisks bad got ſome Scent of the Deſign laid a- 
ainſt the Life of his Friend; wherefore thinking 
cr, nat. ſufficiently ſecured againſt the Attempts of 
the uſcovites, in that place 3 oy, fince they 
had drawn togetirer a conſiderable Force upon the 
' Frontier, it was reſolved to ſend him to George 
Moniſzeck, Waywode of Sendorsiria, the Duke's 
particular Friend, which would both put him vur 
of the reach of his Enemies, and probably, ftrer:g- 
then his Pretenſions with the Intcreſt of or:2 of the 
molt conſiderable Men in all Poland. Purſuant to 
this Refolucion, Demerrias being provided with 
Letters of Recommendation from Y/i/ſnow:sbi, went 
to the Weywode of Sendomiria's Houſe, by whom 
he was received with all the Honour umaginable, 
due to his precended Quality. 

Demetrias being now at leiſure to make ſeri- 
ous Reflections upon the preſent poſture of his Af- 
fairs, had no reaſon to be diffatisfied with his Con-

Potent Kingdoms in the World io the Papal Chair, 
were not negligeht in their Duty, bur readily ofter- 
ed both their Counſels and real Afſiitance to Deme- 
trixs; After they had frequently diſcours'd him 
concerning the Chief Articles of Faith, 11 Diſpute 
berwixt the Roman Catholicks and Auſcovite Church, 
and given Man ſuch further Inſtructions, as they

Duke, John Bafilovits, They repreſented to him, 
that Borzs Goudenon, being a great Politician, had 
ſo. firmly eſtabliſhed himſelf in the Throne of 
ſcovy, that without the alliſtance of ſuch a Per- 
ſon as the Weywode of Sendomiria, it would be 
impoſſible for him to ſhake his Intereft ; that they 
knew the Weywode to be one of the moſt ambiti- 
Ous Men in the World; and that therefore, if he 
could condeſcend to enter with him into a more 
ſtri& Alliance, by Marrying his Daughter, it would

and being fpurr'd on by a double. Motive, to wit, 
that of hisLove and Intereſt, he ſought only for a ht 
Opportunity to declare his Paſſion to his admir'd | 
Mrftreſs, which he having ſoon met with one day, 
as he was walking with » in the Garden, he by 
the moſt paſſionate and tender Exvretlions in the 
World endeavour'd to make her ſenſible of his 
Love ;| which ſhe having received with a ſeeming 
Indifferency, he made his next Applications to the 
Wey wode her Father, unto whom he repreſented 
his Defire of allying himfelf with his Family by 
Marrying his Daughter, /1arina, the poſletlion of 
whom he preferr 'd before the Crown, even of 44:- 


covy it ſelf. The Weywode, who had been before- 
hand prepared by the Jeſuirs,being not in the leaft 
ſurpriſed ar this Propoſition; after he had thank'd 
him for the Honour he _— to do. his 


Family, told him, that he thought he was a 
little too haſty in applying his Thoughts. to Mar- 
riage, ata time when the Eyes of the whole World 
were upon him, looking for the Succeſs of his, En- 
terprize. That a Miftrels, at this Junure of Time, 
might prove a great Objtacle to his Afﬀairs ; that, 


as he ſtood in_need of the powerful Afliftance of 


ſome Princes, ſo it was poffible one or other ot 
them might be for fortifying their Alliances with 
him by a Marriage, which, if refuſed; might 
prove yery prejudicial to his Aﬀairs. He conclud- 
ed, that as his Honour and Welfare were more dear 
to him than his own Intereſt ; ſo he adviſed him

his Right. Demctrixs, who by the Saphier's nn

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{wer, and the Indiflerency of the Daughter, was 


fully perſuaded, that. the Succeſs of his Love, did 
ibſolutely depend from his Eſtabliſhment in the 
Throne, apply 'd himſelf with'more than ordinary Vi- 
zour to the accompliſhing of his Delign. For which 
Purpoſe, he was more converſant than ever with 
the Jeſuits, and having at Jaſt declared ro them his 
Reſolution of becoming a Roman Catrolick , and 
Eſtabliſhing the ſame Religion i A1#ſcovy, as ſoon 
25 he ſhould aſcend that Thione ; theſe Fathers be- 
ng over-joy d at this Declaration, promiſed him 
their utmolt Endeavours in procuring the Atliſtance 
both of the Holy Father, Clement VIII. and Sigiſ- 
mud, King of Polaud. Being fiuſh'd with cheſe 
hopes, he reiterated his paſſionate Addretles to hnis 
Miſtreſs and theWey wode, (o, rhat,at latt he having 
obtained their Conſent, in caſe. he ſhould recover 
his Throne, theſe following Articles were agreed 
on betwixr them : [Tat in Conſideration of the Sup- 


plies and Aids to be given to Demetrius, he /howld be 


obliged, after his, Acceſſion to the Crown, to re-pay ihs 
Weywode his full Charges, Marry the Lady Mari- 
na, his Daughter, and introdxce the Roman Faith :n 
Muſcovy. Theſe Articles being Sign'd and Rati- 
hed, he was by the Wey wode of Sendomiria and 
Wiſnowicki, introduced to the King of Peland, who, 
at the Recital of his Cizcumitances, being mov a 
with Compaſſion, did not only give him a very fa- _ 
vourable Reception, but alſo granted him Permit- 
1on, to levy what then he itood inneed of, for his 
mended Expedition, in his Dominions. This Au- 
aience turn'd to the no ſmall Advantage of Deme- - 
trixs, For, it having been Fery induftrioully (pread 
abroad, in what a favourable Manner he had been 
received by King Sigiſmand, this did nov only much 
ſtrengthen his Party in Poland, where a great many 
Perſons of Quality eſpoygd his Intereſt, bur alſo 

d \uch a powerful Influence upon the Ae{courites, 
that they began to exclaim at the Treacheries of 
Boris; and moit of them out of Fear, others out 
of hope of Rewards, only ſtay 'd for a fron 
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Opportunity to declare for him, whom. they now 
began to look upon as their Natural Prince.

. Demetrixs having ſoo! i got notice, how the A4:ſ. 
covites {ſtood aftete : [5 brought over to his Par- 
ry by great Preſents, tome of the leading Mn ;- 
mong them, thought it now. high Time to pur his 
long projefted Deiign in Execution. The Wey- 
wode of Sendomiria had all this while been em- 
ployed| in raifing conſiderable Forces ih Poland, for 
_ this Expedition, and the Duke Fiſnowishi, having 
alſo publickly declared for Demetrixs, a confidera- 
ble Number of the Po/z/4 Nobility, on the Fron- 
tiers of 144ſcovy, being. encouraged by his Exam- 
ple, eſpouſed this Intereſt. Being ſtrengthened by 
theſe and other Forces, which were in ſeveral parts 
of the Kingdom, raiſed for his Service, he march- 
ed at the Head of them into Avſcovy, in the heart 
of the Winter, where, being joyned-by. a Body of 
, Cofacks of 10000 Men, under their General Corclo;, 
who had been «ngaged with great Promifes into hi; 
\N-metrj- Service, by the Artitices of the old Monk, it ſtruck 
us eniers fuch a'Terror into the Inhabitants of the _ 
Muſcovy. bouring Provinces, that, as ſoon as his Army had | 
paſled [the Borifthenes at Kiovmia, they advanced _ 
without any Oppoſition, to 'the very Walls of E- 
ringow, which upon the firſt Summons ſurrendred 
to Demetrius. The City of Pauttiwoll, one of the 
largeit\and moſt populous in thoſe Parts followed 
the Example of Eringow ; the Garriſan,which con- 
{1{ted tor the moſt .part of Coſacks, refuſed to hight 
 againlit their Brethren. The other Places of lels 
Note, |trcd the Footſteps of the others, and put 
theinſelves under his Procefion; {© that, as he was 
advancing deeper into the Country, his Army was 
conſiderably augmented by ſuch as flock d in to 
him from all the adjacent Cities, of which none 
attempred to make the lealt Reſiſtance, except the 
City of © Novegorod Seviengfs, which he beſieg d and 
_ attack d with all the Vigour imaginable. . The Czar, 
Sorts Gondenon, in the mean while had not been 
careleſs of us Affairs, but having ordered confide- 


rable 
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' table Levies to be made before; as ſoon as he re- 
ceived Advice of the: mbſit ftupendious Progreſs of 
Demerrims, he publiſhed his Declaration , wherein 
he promiſed Indempniry to all ſuch of his Subjects 
as would abandon the Party of this Impoitour, and 
return to thew Duty, with moſt ſevere Communa- 
tions againtt all fuch as ſhould perſiſt in their trea- 
ſonable Deſigns againſt their Sovereign , in aiding 
and aſſiſting the pretended Demerrius. He lent al- 
fo a ſolemn Ambaſly to Sigiſmand, then King of 
_ Poland, who having immediately demanded and 
obtained Audience, made mott heavy Complaints 3 
Thar the Truce, which was £ lately made betwixt 
the rwo Crowns for Twenty Tears, was wiolated Ly 
the Poles, who without the leaſt Reaſon given, had :n- 
vaded the Czar's Territories, taken his Towns, and 
ravaged the Country : That he hoped the Kirg would 
rabe better Meaſures, and not purſue a War he Was 
founded upon nothing but an unjuſt Pretence, but recall 
bir Troops, which were at that time employed to main- 
tain the Pretenſions of 4 wile Impoſtor, again/# oxe 
of the moſt potent Printes in Emope, who, if pro- 
voked, would not. want means to give himſelf Satiſ- 
fattion for the Damages and Afﬀronts received from 
the Crown of Poland. Neither was he ſparing 
his Promiſes, by which, and the great Preſents he 
made to moſt of the Chief Mituſters and other 
great Men of the Court, he hoped to obtain what 
all his Remonſtrances had not been able to effect, 
but in vain 3 for whether it were, that they look 'd 
upon Demetrixs as the true Heir of the Crown, and 
upon the Aﬀairs of Borss as in a declining Condi- 
tion, or that the Authority of the Pope and Jeſuics 
who had eſpouſed the Interett of the firtt, had 
made them deaf to all theſe Applications, the Am- 
baflador was ſent. back with Coe wenecal Anſwer : 
That the King and Commonwealth of Poland were not 
concerned in what was tranſatted in Muſcovy ; and 
that , f Demetrius, who was a Muſcovite born, had 
obtained the Aſſiſtance of ſome Polith Volunteers ro 
maintain his Pretenſions againſ# the Czar _ Gou- 
eno!, 
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quite cijanged their Reſolutions, or ar leaſt thought 
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Cerou, this could not be interpreted a Violation of 
the Truce betwixt the two Crowns, which on their ſide 
they would obſerve inviolably. Borts having miſled 
his Aim in Poland, diſpatched a Meſflenger to the 
Camp of Demetrizs, to try once more his Fortune, 
and to endeavour to undeceive the Wayvode of 
Sendomiria, and WViſnowiski, concerning the Fallacy 
put upon them by the Counterfeit Demetrius. For 
this End having found out one of his Uncles in 
Auſcovy, whoſe Name was Smyrna Otropeja, and 
judging, not without Reaſon, that if he could be 
confronted with Grricho Orropeja, his Nephew, his 
Confeſſion would be of the greatelt Conſequence 
towards the Detecting of this Impoſture ; he ſent 
him along with the Meflenger : But whether the 
Way vode'look'd upon that as aContrivance of Borz: 
Goxdenor, invented On purpoſe to blait the Repu- 
tation of Demetrimrs, and to ward the Biow whiuch 
ſeemed |to threaten his Ruin ; or that he thoughr 
himſelf | engaged palt retreating ; the Uncle, $m-- 
14 Otropeja was forbid, under pain of Dearth, to ap- 
proach the Camp, and the Meſtenger ſent back with 
Scorn and Indignation. : BL 
Borzs Goudenou,finding -all other Means to fail, had 
Recourle to Arms, and ordered his Army, which 
confiited of above a Hundred thouſand Men, molt 
of them Veterane Soldiers, to march to rhe Relict- 
of Novogerod Seviercks , which defended it lelf 
bravely | againſt the Poles, under the Condu& of 
their Governour Boſmarn, - Demetrizs, tho' much 
inferiour m Number, {( being not much above 
Twenty thouſand, but all choſen Men ) upon the- 
Approach of the Afyſcovire Army , leaving the 
Siege of Novogorod, poſited himſelf asadvantageoul- 
ly as he could, in fight of the Xſcovites, to facili- 


rate the. Paflage of ſuch Officers in the Army of B0- 


r1s Goxadenon, as being corrupted before, had pro- 
miſed ro come over with their Soldiers to his Party. 
Bur thele ſeeing the great Diſproportion there was 
berwixt the Numbers of theſe rwo Armies, either 
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ir moſt adviſable to delay the Execution of it till a. 
more favourable Juncure. ce 

Demetrizs therefore finding himſelf in a Poſt 
' from whence he could nor retreat without fighting, 
was forced to put the beſt Countenance he could 
upon the Matter, and having nothing to trutt ro 
but their own Courage, the Poles fought ſo bravely, 
thar they not only repulſed the Muſcorites, who 
being over confident. in their Number attack d 
them with more Fury than Skill, bur alſo charged 
them at ſeveral times with ſo much bravery, that 
the Victory remain d doubtful for ſeveral Hours 3 
till ac laſt the ALe{corrres being continually ſuſtamn- 
ed by freſh Treops, and the Poles quite tired by 
the 1022 Fatigues of the Day, were forced to give 
way, 1aore to the Number than the Bravery cf 
their Enemies, who at laſt entirely routed them, cr: e- 
(though not without a great Slaughter on their t: ins rout- 
kde) killing geo0 of them . upon the Spot, wit «4. 
the loſs of all their Cannon and Baggage. 

If the Muſcorites had been as careful in the Pur- 

ſuit of Demerrizs, as they were fortunate in cb- 
taining the Victory, and had ſent their Horſe ( of 
which they had a conſiderable number ) immedi- 
' ately after, to diſperſe ſuch of the Poli/h Troops 
as were retreating in ſeveral Bodies towards Rib- 
ſcum, they might without queſtion have put an 
End to the War at this one Stroke, or at leaſt have 
| eriven him quite out of Mfvſcovy. Bur inſtead of 
purſuing their Advantage, they beſieged Krom, which 
deferding it ſelf with an extraordinary Bravery 3 
Demetrins, whillt theſe waſted themielves in the 
Siege of thus'Place, had full Leiſure given him to 
rally his ſcattered Troops at Kib/cum , and there to 
expe& the Return of the Faywode and Wiſnowishs, 
who were gone to their reſpective Countries to raiſe 
treſh Supphes for thus Service. 

Be g at laſt made jenſible of their Miſtake, they 
reſolv.d io ſend part of their Army to attack him 
unde: 7: ſcam, before he could be reinforced with 
ſuch AuXtliaries as he is join his Forces 
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and to leave the reſt to carry on the Siege of Kron, 
Purſuant to this Reſolution, they ſent Fifty thou- 
ſnd of their beft Men ro attack Demetrius, who 
with about fix or ſeven Thouſand, moſt Forſe, the 
Remnants of his Army, had fſtronely intrenched 
himſelf under Kil/c-m. Having got timely Ne- 
tice of the Approach of the Enemy, he detached a 
Thouſand of his bett Horſe, to approach their Camp, 
and ro get what Intelligence they could concery- 
ing the Poſture of the Enemy , bur theſe having 
ſent out a more numerous Body of Horſe to en- 
Th- 4») gaze the Demetrians,, there entued a herce Combar,. 
ef ris both [Partics being reinforced. with freſh Supplies 
F34i*.i, from | rheir Camps: But the Po/iþ Horle behaved 
themſclves ſo gallantly, that after two Hours En- 
222ement they totally roured the Afyſcovites, and 
cloſely purſuing them with a great ſlaughter to 
their Camp, where their Foot were jult drawing 
up in| order of Battle, to juſtain their Horſe, theſe 
preſled all in Confuhon with ſuch Violence upon 
their own Infantry,that theyſoon broke theirRanks, 
and brought the whole Army into ſuch a Diſor- 
der, that Demetrius, who by this time was advanc'd 
. with the Remainder ot his Army, foon put them to 
the rout, 2nd forced them to leave their Camp 
and Artillery, as a Reward of his Victory. 

The Fame of fo ſignal a Defeat having been 
toon ſpread all over: the neighbouring Provinces, 
all the great Cities thereabuuts declared for the 
*onquerour ; the whole Province of Seweria, one 
ot the largeſt in all 14£:covy, followed the Exam- 
ple of the reit, and furniſhed his victorious Army 
with all Neceilaries, which by this ſudden Change 
o: Fortune, grew every day more Aumerous ; 

thowe|who hitherto our of Fear had been backward 
1 declaiing themielves, now ſtriving to. -out-do 
- Ole afhothe., 1nN giving the moſt evident Demon- 
f{tbativus of their Zeal for the Intereſt of theViRo- 
11s Demetricts. 
' 860125, on the other Hand, tho' not a little {fart- 
lev at to (udden an Accident, yer did _ OW 
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Courage, but having rally d his ſcatter'd Treops,and 
ordered new Levies to be made, he lent jus Spies 
and Emillaries into the Camp of Demerrizs, wry 
whether, by the hopes of Pardon and great Re- 
wards, they could bring over thg Revolted Rs/jiars 
to their Allegiance to hum, and eſpecially to entice 
the Coſacks from Demetrius ro his Party, or whether 
by ſome means or other, they could not diſpatch and 
ſend him to. the other World. But ſome of theie 
Emiſſaries being diſcovered, and put to the Torture, 
made an Ingenuous Confeilion of the Truth, and 
were without any further Puniſhment, ſent back 
to Boris, with this Errand, that it was little be- 
coming his preſent high Station, to make ute of 
Poyſon and Daggers againſt his Enemy, and that 
he did not queſtion, but thar before long, he ſhould 
be ready to call him to a ſevere Account tor thus, 
25 well as his other treacherous Deviies ; Burt that, 
if he would give him real Demonſtrations of his 
fincere Repentance, by ſurrendring the Crown to 
him whoſe unqueſtionable Right it was, he would 
grant him, and all his Adherents a general Amne- 
ity, for all paſt Crimes and Miſdemeanours. 

Bur Boris having rejected theſe Offers with Sccrn, 
and yet ſeeing his Adverſary encreale 111 Strength 
every day, he» retolved to try the utmoit, and 
whether by one dextrous Blow, he could nor over- 
throw him and his Defigns. He was not 1znorant 
that the main ſtrength of his Army contitted in the 
Auxiliaries and Supplies, he from rune to time re- 
ceived out of Poland, ar.d that it he coutd by any 
means, deprive him of his foreign Aids, the reit 
would ſoon diſperſe, or -at leatt eafily be reduced 
to obedience. He wiſely cantidered, that, if a 
confiderable Diverſion could be procured ro the 
” Poles 2t home, they would be obliged ro recall 

their Subje&s our of the Service of Demetrius, who 
ceprived of their Aihitance , like a Body cf its 
veſt Nouriſhment , would ſoon be reduced to a 
lnguiſhmg Condition.

giſmrnd; King, of Poland, at his own doors, by the 
aiſtance of theſe gwo Crowns. But whultt they 
wee bufied in conce:ting meaſures to put this in 
Execution, 2nd Borrs apply 'd his Wwo0ie Care 1n re- 
ſettling his Afﬀarcs, he 4.4s on 2 ſudden, fſeiz'd with 
a moſt vioient Chouck, which inm-diately after, 
bein? followed by a grear quaniity of Blood, which 
Wued our of his Mouth, Ears and Noſtius, jic died 
;n an Initart ; ſoine ſay for Grief, fone of an Ap- 
poplexy, others of Poyſon by the Contrivances of 
Demetrizs, However it was, he expir d on the 
13ch of April, in the Year 1605, in the Seventh 
Year of jus Reign. Fe ſhew'd io much Mildneſs 
and Moderation during the Time of his Govern- 
ment, |. chat he migiic well be piaced among the belt 
of Princes, 1; he had not opened his way to the 
'Throne of Azſcovy, by the Murder of his lawful 
and natural Prince. | 
The l::dden Dtath of Boris Gondenor, hapning at 
ſo critical a JunQu:e, when ali his Friends had con- 
ceived great. hopes of his incended Diverſion againſt 
the Poles, puc them under a great Conſternation, 
and the greateſt part o! the Nobility and Army, 
looking upon this unexpected Change, as ominous 
to hi: Family, ſthew*d a great Inclination in Favour 
of Demetrius, io0ic Fower began now to appear 
more fo: m:dab!e ro them, than before ; But the 
Populicy, who had as yet freſh in remembrance 
the B+ ehts 1ccenved fiom Boris Gondenon, eſpecial- 
ly, duſuig th. great Famine, in the Years 1601,

| having 
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having received Intelligence, that he intended ſuc'- 
denly to march to the Relief of Krom, which v as 
till abr d by the Ayftoviges, he declared Broan, 
who had 1o valiantly defended Novogorod in his Fa- 
ther s Time, General over his Army, which afte;- 
wards proved fatal to the whole Borifan Family. 
For Hodwen , a near Kinſman of Boris Gondenor, 
and General of his Forces during his Reign, have- 
ing got timely notice of the Reſolutions taken ar 
Court, in favour of Boſman, by the powerful In- 
tiuence he had over the principal Officers of the 
Army, ſoon prevail'd with them, to refuſe to ſub- 
mit to the Command of Boſman, as a Solder of 
forrune, which Aﬀtont, he diflembled for a while, 
till he met with a favourable Opportunity to re- 
yenge it upon the whole -Family of the. Grear 
Duke, as we ſhall ſee anon. In the mean while, 
Demetrues had commanded the greateſt Part of h:s 
Army under the Conduct of Zaporizs, to advance 
towards Krom, and endeavour its Relief, who have- 
mg accordingly directed his March to the AL/co- 
vian Camp, h- received Intelligence by the means 
of Boſman, of the Poiture of the Enemy, and 
that he intended to come over to his Party, as foon 
as a favourable Opportunity ſhould preſent. Za-

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|:tter would ' have been in no ſmall danger of lo- 
ing the Nay, had not Boſman, who Commanded 
the Body of Reſerve in the Afuſcovian Army, as 
on as he ſaw the Poliſh Mock Army advance, in 
the greateſt heat of the Battle, with ſome of his 
Party, gone over to Zaporizs, and declared for 
Prince Demetrias, crying out-aloud to the Iuſco- 
vites, that they ſhould ceaſe to fight againſt their Na- 
twal Prince. Boſman being the Darling of the 
common Soldiers, his Words and Example had ſuch 
2 powerful Influence over them, that like one Man, 
they cry d, they would live and die with him. The Myl- 
The Nobility and Chief Officers of the Army, covic-s re: 
fnding themſelves deſerted by the Soldiers, reſolv- v:1:. 
ed immediately to ſend their Deputies to Deme- 
trizs,, who at that time reſided at Puttiwoll , fo ac- 
knowledge their Fault in having ſo long ſtood out 
2gainſt their Prince ; to implore his Pardon for 
what was paſt, and to give him all the imaginable 
Aſſurances of their Fidelity, for the furure. De- 
metrixs tranſported with Joy at ſo welcome a picce 
of News, loſt no time, but having immediately 
put himſelf at the Head of ſuch Troops as he had 
with him at P#trtiwoll, march'd dire&ly firſt to 
Krom, where ne cauſed Hodwen, the Mufcovian 
General to be clapt in Irons, and from thence to 
 Avol, where the revolted Army lay Encamped ; 
Being arrived there, and having received freſh De- 
monltrations of their entire Submiſſion to his Com- . 
mans, he offer'd his Thanks to the Chief Men, 
but ppecully to Boſman and his Friends, and by hus 
Carefſes, ſo gain'd upon the AﬀeRions of the com- 
mon Soldiers, that they all with one Voice, de- 
red him to Lead them againſt the Son of the U- 
{urper of his Crown. | 
Being thus become ab{olutely Maſter of the Field 
and the Army, and believing that now, he had but 
one-ſtep left to aſcend the Thione, to wit, to make 
himſelf Maſter of the Cicy of Aſco, the Capital 
of the whole Empire, he ordered every thing to 
bd g0t ready for the March. Whulit he was thus

This Letter having been read in the Preſence of 
the People and the Meſſenger of Demetrixs mn the

' Poiſoned themſelves. Bur the firſt Relation ſeems 
' the moſt probable, this beforementioned Tragedy 


having been a&ed on the tenth day of «xe, in the 
Year 1605, ſeveral Days before Demetrixs came in- 
to the City of Aduſco. 

Whilſt the Populacy exerciſed their Barbarities 
upon the Remnant of the Family of the Goxde- 
n0#'s, Demetrius having been advertiſed of what 
had pailed in the City by their Deputies, who rold_ 
him that they were ready to receive him, he order- 
ed every thing tu be prepared for his Reception a- 
gainſt the 20th of Fuze , when he was met at 
two orthree Mikes Diſtance from the City, not on- 


ly by the Magiſtrates, but alſo moſt of the Nobi- 


lity on|Horſeback, and having thus made his $0- 
lemn Entrance thro' the Crowds and Acclama- 
tions of the People, and been- proclaimed Empe- 
rour of all R»/ſia ; he took up hisRefidence the ſame 
Ntght in the Royal Palace. 
This | folemn Entrance into the City, was not 
long afte: followed by his Coronation, which was 
pertormed, wich the uſual Solemnities, towards 
the later end of the next fallowing Month, with 
the loud and joyful Acclamations of the Peo-

Duke, {May all his Enemies periſh | 


But Demetrins, who had now aſſumed the Su- 
name of vanorits, from his pretended Father, 


the Great Duke Toan or Tuun Baſt'guits, judging, 
| 1k 
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not without Reaſon, that ſcarce any thing would 
contribute more at this time ro ſtrengthen his Title, 
and put his Birth beyond all queFion, than if he 
were acknowledged by the Mother of the true 
Demetrias, who had been murthered at Uyplerz, he 
ſent to her a Meflenger with ſecret Diſpatches to 
the Monaſtery where ſhe had been ſhut up for ſe- 
' ven Years laſt paſt, inviting her to the City of 
Myſco, and the Royal Palace. She, who ſaw her 
| felf thus at once freed from fo long a Continement, 

and at the ſame time put in a Condition to revenge 
her ſelf of the Barbarities committed againſt herFa- 
mily by the Treachery of Boris Gondenox, accepted 
theſe Offers without the leaſt ReluQaney. 


As She was approaching the City of A4s/co with 


a moſt magnificent Train. Demetrius her pretend- 
ed Son, met her at hve or fix Miles diſtance from 
the City, and as ſoon as he eſpied the Coach where- 
in ſhe was, diſmounted, and came up to ſalute 
_ her on foot and bare-headed. Ar rheir Meeting, 
after the moſt tender Expreſſions, he ſhewed her 
all the Marks of Reſpe&t due from a Son to his 
Mother in a private Condition, and as he reveren- 
ced her with a_ more than filial Duty, ſo ſhe re- 
ceived him with all poſlible Demonſtrations of a 
moſt tender and fincere Aﬀe&ion , their mutual 
Carefles and - Embraces being accompanied with 
Tears. She urg'd him ſeveral times to come into 
her Coach, which he as often refuſed, and would 
walk by, on foot and bare-headed, trill the Empreſs 
telling him that ſhe would do the ſame if he did nor 
gratifie her in herRequeſt, with much ado,perſwaded 
him to remount his Horſe. Thus having condu- 
Red her to the Palace, they renewed their former 
Tenderneſs, by Embracing and all the moſt fincere 
Demonftrations of mutual Satisfa&ion in the Pre- 
ſence of the whole Court. All theſe things being 
tranſaRted in the Face of the World , appear d to 
the People the moſt evident Proofs that couid be 
given of the reality of his Birth, as being founded 


upon tae publ:ick Confeſſion of the fame Fw 
that 
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that bare him; ſo that the Ryfſtars ſeem'd fo ge. 
nerally ſatisfied concerning the Reality of his 
Extraction, that by the common Conſent of 
the whole Nation , it was put beyond all que- 


{tion. : 
But Demetrizs had not many Months enjoyed 


the Royal Dignity and theAﬀettions of his Subjeds, 


before the Chief of the Nobility ( who had always 
entertained ſome Jealouſies concerning the Legality 
of his Title and Extra&tion ) began to perceive his 
inanner of Life to be far different from that of the 
Great Dukes, his Predeceſlors; ſome of the moſt 
refined among th<m, poengng in his whole Beha- 
viour a certain Lightneſs, not bearing the leaſt pro- 
portion to the Grandeur of his High Station ; and + 
tho' they knew him to be endowed with a ready 
Wit, and a ſufficient Stock of Courage, yet had 
they obſerved in all his Tranſa&ions, bur a very 
ſlender ſhare of Judgment, eſpecially in the Ma- 
nagement of Publick Afﬀairs relating to the Em- 
pice. The Common People, whoſe Judgment 
ſeldom reaches further than the out-fide of things, 
having obſerved his Habit ,Manners and Geſtures, to 
be wholly Foreign, concluded his Inclinations to be 
the ſame. For he frequently uſed to appear 1n 
Poliſh and other Foreign Habits, he ſeldom bathed, 
and ſcarce ever {lept after Dinner , according to 
the general Cuſtom of the f4ſcovites, he would 
carry his Dogs along with him into the /ſuſcovite 
Churches, he would eat Calves Fleſh, and not 
bow to St. Nicholas, all which being abominable 
to the Ruſſians, a People ſuperſtitious to a degree 
of - Madnels,  contribured not a little to the Hatred 
which the Populacy conceived againſt his Perſon. 
But what moit enflamed both the Nobility and 
People was, that they ſaw their immenſe Treaſures 
waited in a few Months, among his Players, Para- 
lites, and Mimicks, who'made it their whole Buſt- 


| neſs to flatter and encourage him in his Debauche- 


ries, to which he was naturally inclined ; whic 
made him negle& the . Management of ee 
| alls, 
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4ftzirs and commit the Adminiſtration of Juſtice 
to Foreigners. They ſaw the Jeſuits ere& moit 

nifticent Churches and Dwelling-places, and 
the Great Duke himſeif, not only to follow the 
Remiſh Perſwaſion, bur allo publickly to deſpiſe 


the Greek Church, and to endeavour to introduce 


the Latin; by all which he drew upon himſelf 
tne Torn of the Nobility and the Hatred of the 
People. |

greed betwixt them , That after his Acceſſion to 


the Crown of Afuſcovy, he ſhould marry the Wey- 


wode of Sendoniria's Daughter, and introduce the 
Roman Catholick Religion into that Empire. No 
ſooner had Demetr:res aſcended the T hrone, but as 
he diſcharged his Pronnſe, 1n reference to the #Ko- 
mh Clergy, unto whom he gave publickly all the 
Encouragement and Prote&ion he could, much 
more than was conſiitent with his real Interelt ; 
{o he reſolv'd both to gratifie his Patton, and ro. 
quit himielf of his Word to the Weywode, m 
regard of the fair /Aarina. | 
There were not a few of his /Auſcovian Boyar:s 
(among whom Boſman'vias the Chiet ) who being 


entirely devo:ed to his Intereſt, tcok the Liberty ro 
remontizaie to himhow little {uirable theſe Mea- _* 


lures he cook, eſpecially 1n reſpe& of his Marriage, 
and the Romiſh Religion , were to the preſent 
Sate of his Ainars; they repreſented to hun, That 
the Mſconires being additted to their own Reli- 
£10N tC © hipheſt degree of Superſtition, had al- 
Ways enccitacd a morial Hatied againit thote of 
the Rom; Per(walion; That it had for 'many 
Years paic >:en look d upon as one of the funda- 
mental Maxiins 0: State , for the Great Dukes of 
fisfſis, roo io viiter into any Foreign Alliance by 

_ _Marnage, 
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Marriage, but to chuſe their Spouſes among ther 
own Subje&s; That, when the A4/copites ſhould 
perceive him to a&, in Matters of the greate!i Mo- 
ment, againſt their moſt Ancient Cuſtoms , a1. 
contrary to the general Inclinations of the People, 
they would ſoon be prevailed upon to give eas to 
the Suggeſtions of his Enemies , who would not 
fail to make uſe of theſe ſpecious Pretences to alic- 
nate | the Hearts of the People from him, to his 
Deſtruction. But Demetrius was ſo far fron being 


' convinced by theſe Reaſons, tho' never ſo ſolid,

If we curiouſly refle& upon the Courſe of Hu- 
mane Aﬀairs in this World, we may without much 
difficulty be convinc'd, that Honour and Riches 
are not always the Reward of a ſublime Genius 
and Induſtry, but frequently the Conſequences of a 
lucky Hit. Nay, it is often obſerv d, that a fortu- 
nate Man, at a certain Nick of Time, is elevated 
by an unaccountable Concatenation of lucky Acci- 
dents, which at another Nell pal for his Deſtru- 


Rion. Demetrius may well paſs for one of the 


' moſt remarkable Inſtances of this Aflertion that e- 


ver was heard of; For, as he owed his Advance- 
ment to the Throne of A4»ſcovy to Fortune and 
the giddy multitude, ſo was he by the ſame means, 
that hath raiſed him to the higheſt Pinacle of Glo- 
ry, [hurried on to his own Ruin, and precipitated 
into the loweſt Abyſs of Miſtry. 
Kvez, Baſili-zu5ki (whorn we have mentioned ve- 
fore to have been conſulted by the Citizens of 444- 
co, concerning the legality of the Birth of this De- 
metrins ) was the firſt that declared his Opinion to 
ſome other 4vſcovite Lords, as well Eccleſiaſtical

But the main thing which rendred their Defign 
very difficult, if not quite impraQticable , -was ns 
Poliſh Guards, 'and other' forezgn Auxiliaries; To 


© remove this Obſtacle, it was cunningly infinvated 


to Demetrius, by ſome that ' were near his Perſon, 
that the Afyſcovites, could not bur be extreamly 
ſenſible cf the Miſtruſt he ſhew'd of them, in com- 
mitting the Guard of his Peffon, rather to rhe 
Poles, and other foreign Avxiliaries, than to hus

But many be- 
ing made privy, to the Detign, it was not carried 
on (0 ſecretly, þut that Demerrias got ſcent of it, 
who having cauſed ſome of the Accomplices to be 
apprehended, and .Tortured, they diſcovered the 
whole Plot to have been projeted and managed by 
Baſie 
He being ſoon apprenendeny and having at the 
firit fight of the Rack, confelled the whole Truth, 
was condemned to loſe his Head. . 
Demetrius _— now too late convinced of his 
Miltake of diſmi "> hg foreign Guards, call d a 
| 1s moſt intimate Friends, ts 
conſult with them concerning «the preſent Emer- 
gency. of his Atfairs, who were unanimouſly of O- 
piniot1, that he ſhouſd not ſpare any of the Heads 
of this Conſpiracy, but by bringing them all to 
cvs Puniſhment, would Rrike- ſuch a Terror 
into the reſt, as not to dare for the. future to.em- 
barque - in {uch ill Defigns. They repreſented to 
him, how that Zxcks being by his Mothers fide al- 
ly'd to the Great Duke of Afuſcory, and a Man of 
a very aſpiring Temper, did without queſtion aun 
at the Crown, aud > he an it behoved him to ſe- 


- cure himſelf againit ſo dangerous a Rival, now 


Fortune had pur it into his Hands, and he had the 
faireſt 
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faireſt in the World of putting an End to his Am- | 


bition, without the leait blame of Injuſtice. But 
Demerrins, as if hurried on by ſome faral Stuptdi- 
ty to his own Deſtiuy, was for chufing- the milder 
Way ; and, when Zx5ki was upon the Scaftold, 
ready to receive the facal Blow, not only ſent him 
his Pardon, but foon after received him into his 
particular Favour, vainly imagining to engage him 
thereby to eſpoule his Intereft for the future. 

For, Baſ#:-Zuki was lo far from acknowledging 
the Benefit received at his Hands, that on the con- 
trary, his Ambition bemg now back 'd byRevenge,he 
fully reſolved to encompaſs his Deſign, and to find 
out means to diſpatch this Impoſtor, in ſpite of all 
the Obſtacles that might fall in his way.' For which 
Reaſon he invited the moſt Eminent Kez and ZLoz- 
ars, whom .he knew to be of his Party, to his 
Houſe, and having again repreſented to them the 
preſent dangerous Condition of the Empire under 
the Counterfeit Demetrinr, who had introduced 


ligion of_ their Anceſtors. That it would be un- 
becoming their Courage to ſee themſelves thus a- 
buſed by an Impoſtor impoſed upon them by the 
Poles, who would, if nor ſoon prevented, before

whole Advice the Execution of 1t was delay'd, ti] 
the Celcvrating of the Nuptuis of Demetrins with

ledgrd for this Delay : Conſidering that they had 
not all their Friends ready at hand, who in the 
mean whi'e, unter pretence of alliſting ar the 
Nuptial Solemnity might meet all: together in the 
City of ufco, without the Icatt Suſpicion ; be- 


tides that, whilſt they were at Court, taken up 


with their Jollities, they might with the leſs Diſh- 
culry put their Deſign in execution, There was 
alſo another Reaton no leſs prevailing than the jeſt, 
which was, that after the arrival of the Bride, they 
wete in hopes to recover the Crown Jewels, which

For Demetrias, ' ſoon after his Coronation had 
ſent a moſt ſplendid Embaſly to the King and Com- 
monwealth of Po:ard , to conclude a League de- 
fentive and offenſive with that Crown, and to de- 
fire the King's Conſent, to marry the Lady MMari- 
na his Vaſial, the Weywode of Sendomiria's Daugh-

at avery dear rate, they reſolved to draw them'into 


the Trap, -before they could have any notice of 


this Accident. - For this purpoſe, certain Meſlen- 
gers were diſpatch'd with counterfeit Orders from 
Demetrizs, 'to appear forthwith in the Caſtle with- 
out their Arms, the Grand Duke being reſolved, 
that at the Day. of a general Rejoycing, nothing 
of Terror ſhould appear at his Nuptials.

TH E next following night, having put an end 
| to the Maſſacre and Tumult, the Boyars and 
other Lords of the Empire met two days after, to 
concert meaſures about the Ele&ion of a new Em- 
perour. The deference they all paid to Zach, as 
the Contriver and Chief Leader of the whole En- 
terprize, made them, after he had received the 
Thanks of the whole Aſſembly, firſt addreſs them- 
ſelves to him, and defire his Opinion in the pre- 
ſent Emergency of the State. HELD 
Bafili-Zwilij , who beforehand had ſufficient 
Opportunity to ſound their Inclinations, know- 
ing that the major Part were at his Devotion, and 
not queſtioning but that, the reft, in acknowledg- 
ment of his Jate Service, would alſo, without much 
difficulty, be: brought over co his Party, took this

þi, who being tuihciently provided with Ammuni- 
tion, Artillery, Provitons, and all other Necettaries 
for a long Siege, gras reſolved to Geiend it to the 
aft drop of Bico?, knowing 1t to be the only piace 
of Importance in the whole Empire, wich re- 
main'd ftedfait m the Intereit cf Zak. Sipiſarand 
being miſguided by fome of his fHlartering Courtiers, 
235 ſoon as he had paſled the Yoryfthenes, refolved 
a gs gin: 
upon an haityMarch,and being cajui'd into a Belief, 
that he was rather going to receive than force Smc- 


lensho, leaving all his Cannon behind him, me: ched 


with all poiſivle ſpeed towards that City. jie was 
no ſooner come in {ight of it, but he tuund him- 
ſelf miſerably miſtaken, both mn his Intelligetice 
and Purpoſe ; the Garriſon making. a furtous-Sally 
upon him, and being afterwards ſummon'd to ſur- 
render by Sapiha, tne Chancellor of . Lithuania, the 
Weywode Sehin rejected his Otters with Scorn. 
There were not a few at that time in the Army, 
who wn. the King noggo hazard his Army in 
the Siege of a Place, which being provided with a 
numerous Garrifon, and reſolute in 1ts Defence, 
would prove a work of great difficulty to gain ; 
but to take hold of this favourable Jun&turo, which 
invited him to Asſco, the Capital Ciry of the Em- 
pire, betore they were re-intorced with the Swe- 
diſh Auxiliaries; but the Opinion of the Lithuanian 
Chancellour and his Friends, was mott prevailing, 
who remonſtrated, that a few Months would re- 
duce ſo great a Multitude, however well provided 
at Preſent, to diſtrels, when reſtrain'd from Forage-

Spin For which purpoſe, the King having ordered his 
F325 || Cannon for Battery, and other Inftruments for 1 
"| | Siege to be carried thither out of Lirfuaria, the 
Ciry was|beſieged in due form. The King's attack 
was carried on, on the Welſt-fide - of the place, his - 


quarrers [extending from the Banks of the River 
| Boryſthenes to the South. The attack of the Coſacts 
| was on the Eaſt-fide, their Quarters reaching from 
the South to the ſame River: The Sieur Porocks, 
Palatine of Braclow, had his Poſt affigned him on 
the North-{1de ; on the oppoſite ſhoar of the Bory- 
ſthenes, to prevent any. Succours from coming to the 
| Relief of the Town that way. But the Beliegers 
advanced but ſlowly - , their Works F want of 
Foot; for, tho' the King had lately receved a re- 
inforcement of five thouſand Cofacks , yet there 
being not above ten thouſand Foot in his whole 
Army { which according to the Cuſtom of the Po- 
Landers, was chiefly compoſed of Horſe) theſe bear- 
Ing no proportion to ſo numerous a Garriſon, they 
were continually harrafled by -the frequent Sallies 
| of the Betteged, v ho often drove them from their 
| Trenches, before' they could be ſeconded by their 
Horſe. Their approaches being thus carried on, 
not without great difficulty, a - conſiderable fime 
was ſpent, before they could poſleſs themſelves ot 
ſome advantageous Poſts near the Walls of the 


Cirv, which being very convenient for the Belieg- 
ers 
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ers to fetch in their Supplies. of freſh Warer, put 
them to ſome Diſtreſs that way, yer not ſo, but 
that they had ſufficient Opportunity to furniſh 
themſelves with it in the night-time, without be- 
ing perceived by the Enemy, by reaſon of the 
nearneſs of the River. Thus the Siege continued 
with abundance of Toil, but imall Succeſs; the 
Kipgz, who now began to be ſeniible of his Error, 
being reſolved upon a Pun&ilio of Honour, not 
ro leave the Place till it were reduced, coſt it what 
it weuld ; ( that many of the Poles, bur eſpecial- 
ly of the Coſacks, paid with their Lives fos their 
King's Obſtinacy, who might have been employed 
with much more Probability of Succeſs againſt the 
City of A4ſco.

For, whilſt the King was thus waſting his Forces 
before Smolencko; the Zwukians having received Ad- 
vice of the approach of the Swedz/4 Troops, ſent 
to their Aſſiſtance, began to concert meaſures how 
to remove at a further diſtance the Demerrian 
Forces, that had lain fo long at their Doors. They 
were not ignorant of the Inconveniencies, which 
the Poles labour'd -under in the Demetrian Camp. 
'They had ſufficient Intelligence of their Divitions 
and Animofities in their Councils, occaſioned by 
the Multitude of their Chief Commanders, who 
being ſway'd more by their particular Intereſt and 
Ambition, than the Good of the common Cauſe, 
loſt many times an Opportunity of annoying the 


Enemy. This Inſtability in their Councils, cauſed 


much Careleſneſs in the whole Condut of their 
Afairs, which frequently turn'd to their great Diſ- 
advantage, as it happned in Ay in the os Year, 
when a ſharp Engagement hapning betwixt the 
Inhabitants of the City of AA4»ſco and the Demetri- 
ans, theſe had at firit the better of them 3 but 
making a diſorderly Retreat, without the leaſt - 
cefltty, and falling to plunder the Dead, gave the 
Enemy opportumty to Rally, and being reinforced 
with freſh Troops our of the Ciry, they ſo furouls 
ly cilarged the Poles, that tney enurely touted

The Myſpovites in theCity had ſufficientInformation 

of the Diſſentions that reign'd in the Camp, which 
they fomented unaer hand, keeping| themſelves 
xs within their Walls all this while ; for fear, if 
they ſhould attack them , they mizhrt become {en- 

ible of their Error, aid by the common danger 

that threarned them, be re-united for their mutual 
Security 3 which ſucceeded fo well, that they faw 
the ſame puiſſant Army, which had given Laws to 

the whales Empre, for the ſpace of two Years, 

and reduced the Capital City it ſelf, to the laſt Ex- 
tremity, to moulder away to nothing, by the in- 
teftine Difſenſions of their Generals, and the care- 
lefneſs of their Martial Diſcipline; but more eſpeci- 

ally by the mjſmanagement of S:gi/mand King of 
Pelard ; who by the unſcaſonable Diſtrations, oc- 
calioned by his recalling the Poles out of the De- 
metrian Camp, was the chief Inſtrument of the 
Deliverance of the Afrſcovites, to his great Detri- 
ment ; for, the Enemy, who. before was iſcarce 
able to maintain himſelf within the Walls of A4ſ- 

co, being now freed from that Thorn that ſtuck to 
deep in his Fleſh, ſoon gathered new Strength ; for 
that the King, who might, if he had given due En- 
couragement to have Demetrius, proſecuted the War 

at the Expence and Danger of othets, gr at leaſt, 
have ſhared both with them , by [his odſtinate 
Perleverance in the Siege of Smolensho, drew the 
whole Burthen of the War upon his bwn Shoulders, 

and thus robb'd himſelf of the Glory and Advantage

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Mmanner of Neceffaries,they took a Reſolution ra- 
ther to force their way with their Swords in their 
Handsthro' rheEnemies than ramely to {ur1ender up- 
on diſhohourable Conditions.

zreat Jealouttes; and- being now by the Death of 
Demetrins delivered from their Fear on that fide, 
prepared for an open Revolr, jn oider 10 prevent 
then Empire from becoming a P1@vince of Poard, 
which they| look 'd upon to be the main Defign of 
King Sigrſmand. 

Whiltt he therefore waſted himſelf at the Siege

tiie City of As/co had enough to do to maintain

{mall|Beginning being improved into a great Bulk, 
the Pol;/h Forces which were quartered up and down 
in the Country,to keep it in Obedience, were fo far 
from being able to attack them , rhat they wet 
ſcarce ſufficient to keep on the Defenſive.

| MW taken vent, reſolved to put it in Execution, tiuſt- 
ng more in theu Number than their Conduct, and 
having on the third day after P.l--S9day drawn 
_ together an-incredible Number of People by 'the 
Ringing of the Bells, they attack'd the Pec/es, with 
a Fury paſt all Belief, as Men refolv'd either 
to accompliſh their Deſign, or to die in the At- 
tempt.

near Ten thouſand Men on their fide. No ſooner 
had the Poles removed them from their Works, but 
icy fallied out with ſome thouſand Men , ard ha- 
Viz proſecuted their Victo:y, and {la a_ great 
-\ulmver of them at a gieat diſtance from rheur

gious | Number of Houſes., but alſo of Women, 
Children and other helpleſs Perſons. The next day 
the Poliſh General , . having received Intelligence 
that moſt of the Inhabitants of A£:/co wereretired 
to the Suburbs called Srrelitza Slavoda, which lies 
South! of Cataygorgd or the Mid-City, on the opfo- 
fite Shore of the River/orka, where they were difpy- 
ting the Paſlage to _—_— who, with a good Bo- 
dy, was come from A1a/ſaisko, upon the thirſt News 
of the Tumult, to the Relief of his Countiymen, 
he made a ſtrong Sally, and having cauſed the ſaid 


TheCity of Suburos to be ſer on hre 11 ſeveral parts, he burnt 


it quice to. the Ground, thereby facilirating the Paſ- 
ſage of the Poles wio came to his Aſſiſtance and ſe- 
curing to himlelf a free Communication , which 
ſtood! him in great ſtead afterwards upon ſeveral 
Occajions. | SE hk 

It | is computed - that a Hundred and twenty 
Thouſand Houſes were laid in Aſhes by thatn- 
ging {Element , and that by the Fire and Sword 
there|fell 1zear Two hundred Thouſand of the In- 
habitants of all Sorts, beſides an incredible Quantity 
of Stores and Merchandices. 

The Remainders of the Inhabitants ſeeing ther 
City thus laid in Aſhes, and themſelves ſufficiently 
tamed by the Sword, implored the Mercy of the 
conquering Poles, reje&ing ( as it is uſual in ſuch 
Caſes|) the Fault upon a few of their Ringleaders, 
who had paid for it with their Lives. The Pole; 
kno wing themſelves not in a Capacity to do any fur- 
ther Miſchief, and being glad to have reduced them 
to ask Quarter, granted 1t without Difhculty. But 
as it was Owing to the utmoſt neceſlity of their At- 
fairs, ſo this Truce ſo earneſtly ſued for by the 


. covites, laſted not long. For the Inhabitants of Mojo 


having invited Lepanovits, Preſowecks, Zarucki, and 
t1e reſt of the Leaders of the Army , we mer 
tioned before, to come to their Aſſiſtance, they 4c 
vanced with a Hundred thouſand Men towards ti? 
City,| upon whoſe Approach having joined wii 
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their Forces, they forced the Poles into their Works 
where they were ſo cloſely befieg'd, rbat they had 
but one Paſſage left open for their Communication 
with the Country, which was that part on the other 
fide of the River Mocha, where not long betore 
had ftood the Suburbs called Srre/irza Slavoda, and 
which they kept open a long time for the Conve- 
niency of their Proviſions and other Supplies, and 
made frequent Sallies with great Succets on their 
fide, till at laſt by the jill Condu&t of K ng $:2i/- 
mund, they were forced to abandon that Pot, aiid 
ſoon after, the whole City , to the irreparable d&- 
rriment © ſaid King. 

For whilſt the brave Poles were hardly preiſed 
upon by thew Enemies, he lay immovable atthe 
Siege of Srolencho, where his Afﬀairs began to look 
a very ll Face. For the' Soldiers, tired with 
the. long Continuance of the Siege, grew very un- 
che for want of Pay, and their Clamows wete 
now riſen to that hens , that the King began to 
dread every day a Mutiny, having not wherewithal 
to fatishie their juſt Demands, x1 any other Means 
now left to raiſe Meney unleſs by calling together 
a Dyet, which at laſt was reſolved on, and a Con- 
vention of the Eſtates appointed againit .the Sep- 


| tember next following 3 This Remedy, tho' ſome- 


what ſlow, to fatishe the greedy Appetite of the 
Soldiers, yet were they ( in Hopes© a happy Suc- 


ceſs of that Aſſembly ) thereby appealed for thar 


time. 
The King, in the mean time, - conſidering with 


himſelf, that the Meaſures he had taken in 24/covy, 
contrary to the Advice of the Senate and his Coun- 
al, having proved abortive, would not be very a- 


\ greeable to the Convention, he reſolved to make a- 


nother Attempt for the Gaining of Smolenscko , not 
quelitioning but, thar, it he could appear at the 
next Dyet as a Conquerour , it would in a great 
mealure take oF the Blemiſh of his former Con- 


aut in the Afe:ſcovian War. A general Ailault 
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day of Zune ; the Soldiers encouraged by the Hopes 
of the Bovty of fo vait and rich a City, ſhewed a 
great Eagerneſs to attack the Place. 

The Aſſault was made on the Eaſt fide, by the 
Palatine of Braclow, and on the Weſt, where then 
was the King's Quarters, by General Wher, who 
commanded the Germans. The Soldiers had found 
means betore break of day to raiſe Ladders in feve- 
ral places upon the Walls, unperceived by the Ene- 
my 3 fo thar, at the Signal given, the Germans firft 
monnred and got up to the Top of the Walls, as 
did alſo, not long after, the Po!es, under the Com- 
mand'oft tite Palatine , without nitach Oppoſition 
from the Enemy, who being thus attack'd upon a 
ſudden, when rhey leaſt expetted 1t, thoſe Forces 
that were left tor the Guard of the Walls were not 
ſuificient: to top the furious Afﬀault of the Piles. 
But the Deſcent from the Wall into the City being + 
very iteep,, and the whole Garriſon having by ths 
time taken theAlarm, came flocking in great Num- 
bers to the defence, of their Walls, the Combat 


grew |very hot, Polggpuſhing forward with 


great Bravery to maintain the Advantage they had 
207, and the Garriſon armed with Deſpair fighting 
like Men either reſolved to vanquiſh or die ; {o that 
the Diſpute remained very doubtful, and perhaps 
would have ended to the Diſadvantage of thePoler, 
if the ſame Novodoriki, whom we mentioned before 
to have fo bravely attacked the Gate of S. Michael, 
had not come to their Aſſiſtance. 
For,he having, whilſt they were engaged upon the 
Walls,, found means to apply a Petard at a certan 
{mall Gate on the tide of the Bori/thenes, he open d a 
ſuthcientPaſlage for him and the King's Guards which 
were under his Command : In the Head of whom he, 
being ſeconded by the Marſhal of Lirhaania, Dero- 
ftancki, with ſome Volunteers, ailſaulted and entre 
the Place, and having ſlain a few who oppotc 
their Entrance, they marched without any furcner 
Oppotition directly to the Marker-piice, where 
having|fx'd theu Banncis , they ſoon mace tae” 
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vlves Maſters of the whole City. For the Garriſon 
who were engaged with thoſe upon the Walls, ſee- 
ng the Enemy in the Heart of their City, and un- 
' {ruated with Fear occaſioned by the Suddenineſs of 
he Adventure , ' threw down their Arms, quitted 
their Stations, and left a free Paſſage for the Betic- 
gers tO enter 11 on all fides upon them. In a Mo- $114. 
ment there was nothing but Horrour and Confultonekv r.4-z 
to be ſeen throughout the City. For the Poles, en- 5 +1157, 
raged at the long Refiſtance of the Belieged, put all 
they met to the Sword, Men, Women and Chul- 
dren, without diftin&tion of Age or Sex, ſo that 
the Streets were every where ful 'd with Blood and 
Slaughter. | 
A great Number of the Citizens run with their 
| Wives and Children, who made moſt horrible out- 
cries, to the great Church , where being atlaulted 
by the Poles they defended rhemſelves valiantly for 
ſome time, but being at laſt overcome , they ſet 
fire to tome Barrels of: Powder that had been laid 
up there, and thus blew themſeives, with ſuch 
of the Poles as were entred, into the Air, chuting 
rather to periſh by this turious Elemence,, than 
the Hands of their bloody and mercileſs Ene- 
mies: | 
Sehin the Weywode or Governour was retired 
with about twenty of the principal Officers unto a 
Ittle Tower upon the Wail, where being ſurroun- 
ded and attacked on all ſides by the Poles, they de- 
tended themſelves like Lyons, declaring thar they 
would not ſurrender unleſs to one cf the General 
Officers of «the Army. The Goverrour had uſed 
'ome of the Poliſh Priſoners very cruelly, {o that 
dreading the Vengeance of the Poles, it he ſhould 
tall into their Hands, he was reſolved rather to die, 
than ſurrender to their Mercy. Ic happned very luc- 
Kily, that Porocks a General Oificer among the Poes, 
acVanced near that \Waiy, who having enquired 1- 
the Caufe of this Relittance Bude by «iew Nen, 
0:4 Was brought him, tat 1T Wis ihe COVELKGIC 
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one of the principal Officers ; upon which he 
to the Place where Sehin with his Comrades Vieldes 
themſelves immediately Priſoners of War. 

Thus was this great City, .after having endured 
a Siege of near two Years, taken in a few Hours, 
in Fxe, in the Year 1611. The Honour of which 
ought chiefly to be aſcribed ro the Bravery and 
Condu&t of Bartholomew Novodorski , Knight of 
Aaltha, and Captain of the King's Guards; who 
by his timely opening a pre with his Petard 
was the main Inſtrument of the Gaining of the 
Place ; without which that Attempe of Scaling the 
Walls would in all likelihood have prov'd.unſucceſs. 
ful, or at leaſt would not have been effeQed with- 
out the Slaughter of a great many of the Beliegers; 
whereas it was now purchaſed with the Loſs of a 
few| among the Poles. The Place being thus ſecu- 
red, tri Orders were ſent throughout all the 
Quatters of rhe City, to give Quarter, and that the 


King had given the Pillage of the City $0 the Sal- 


diers, as the Reward of their paſt Fatigues and 


Dangers. Bur the Soldiers, eſpecially the German: 
and Poles, not agreeing about the diſtribution of it, 


were upon the point of coming to Blows , when 
the King ordered all the Booty to be brought.into 
one place in order to make an equal Dividend a- 
mong them. But whilſt they were buſie in exe- 
curing the King's Command, a Fire hapning, by 
what Accident is unknown, conſuming in a little 
time/all the vaſt Wealth of that rich City, and burnt 
a great part of it. 

Notwithſtanding a Siege ſuſtained of near two 
Vears, there was Gund in theMagazines Proviſions 
and Ammunition for three Yeats longer; ſo tha 
if they could have had freſh Supplies ' of Men, 
tae Place might have been defended much longer, 
the Garriſon and Inhabitants which at the beginning 
of the Siege conſiſted of near fourſcore, thouſan 
Men, able to bear Arms, being reduced to eight 
n:ne thouſand, who nevertheleſs might prooad:}

The Auſcovites being winder a great Conſterna- 
tion afrer the taking of Smo/ersko, who expecting

ther Fury, attacking the Po/i/þ Garriſon in the Ca- 
tle with their utmoſt Vigour, but theſe being en- 
couraged by the Succeſs of their King, diſputed e- 
very Inch of Ground with the Enemy, who, rot- 
withſtanding their vaſt Numbef,, were nor able to 
dnve them from that Poſt by which they kept 
2 Communication with-the Country. 

- Hams. on the other Rand, was adviſed by his 
moſt able Counſellours, not to loſe the Fruits of his 
Vittory, but to improve it to the utmoſt, by carrying 
the Terrour of his victorious Arms to the Gates of 
the Capital City, where having a conſiderable Par- 
ty, even among the wan themſelves, the Repu- 
tation of his late Succeis could not fail to p1oduice 
ſtrange Effe&ts among the Muſcovites io his Advan- 
tage ; That if he would but march to the Relief of 


his mots, who there diſputed his Intereſt with - 


all the Bravery imaginable, 1t was very picbable he 
might keep in Poſleſſion of that great City, which 
if once in his Power, the reſt of the Provinces of 
that Empire would be {don compelled to tece:ve 
lis DiQares, eſpecially if they ſaw Ulad:ſlaxs their 
Great Duke appear in eſcovy. 

But King Sig:ſmund, as if overſwayed by ſome

under the Command of Charles Chodkievitchi, for the 
Guard of Smolensho, he lumſeif returned into Pe- 
land'to receive tine Flatteriez of his Subje&s, 
; At the next Mecting of the Diet cf that King- 
dom, he was received with all rfte,Pomp and Cere- 
monies due to a Conquerour : The Eftates 'were 
not ſparing in their Addreiles and Congratularions, 
many Speeches werFmade in the Aſſembly in Praiſe 
of the King who had added ſo great a Province 
to the Commonwealth, made himſelf.

ed theſe Captive Pfinces to the King and Aſſembly, 
and having in a very lofty Harangue extolled the 
Fortune of. the Commonwealth of Poland, in ha- 
ving got theſe Illuftrious Perſons into their Poſle(- 
t10n, by whole Misfortune they had opened them- 
ſelves the Way into the Rx//ian Empire, and to the 
Throne it ſelf by the Ele&ion of Prince Vladiſlas 
Great Duke of Af4ſcovy. He did not want Vanity 
ro compare the Captivity of theſe Princes to the 
greatelt Exploits of the moſt renowned Heroes 0! 
Antiquity ; tho' it was ſufficiently known that they 
,were faln into his Hands, more by the Treachey 
of the A/covites than the Bravery of the Pole, 
who, wlullt they triftied awsy their tine in Com- 
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beſt and moſt favourable Opportunity in theWorld, 
to make themſelves real Maiters of that Empire 
which they had iwallowed up in their imaginary 
Panegyricks. Zx5ki-and his two Brothers were by 
the King's Order ſent Priſoners to Gofton Caitle, 
where they were treated according to their Quality, ; 

But Bafils Zaki did not Ilong turvive the Loſs of . *' 2 

his Empire and Liberty, the Weight of his Scr- 
rows having, as 1t15 believed, deprived him of his 
Life ſoon attcr ; He was {ome re atter followed 
by one of his Brothers, who alſo aicd for Grief ; 
They were both privately buried becwixt Warſaw 
and Thorn, where their Aſhes 1eited rill tne End of 
the War. bet wixt ithcſe rwo Crowns, when they 
were tranl)ated inco AfGſcory, and interred among 
their A: iceſtors. 

This Baſil: Zaki, Great Duke of Afuſcory, ended 77 tics in 

his Life in Captivity, in a Foreign Country, after a "oland. 
ſhort and troubleſome Reign. He was a Pcilon of 
a more than ordinary Capacity and Merit, which 
had raiſed him to the higheſt Station in the Empire, 
before he mounted the Throne 3 which as he ob- 
tained by Fraud and Bivod, ſo he endeavoured 
to ſertle it by the ſame Arts, by which he had 
gained it. And knowing the. /L£+ſcovites ro be a 
People the moſt unſtable in the World , and ſoon 
hurried from one Extream to another , he had at 
laſt, (when he found his Aﬀairs in a declining Con- 
dition ) Recourſe to Witchcraft and other violent 
Means, Which ſerved him for no other'End than 
to haſten his Ruin, and to remove him from the 
Throne to a Priſon where he ended his Days. A 
remarkable Inſtance of the perpetual Vicithitudes 
of Human Greatneſs, and the Inſtability of Popu- 
lar Favour. 
* But. it is time to return to the City of »ſco, 
and to. ſee what different Eftc&ts this Retreat of 
Sigi/mpnd out of Auſcovy produced among the

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The Mſr2vites being, by the Departure of the 
Kin, delivered from what they dreaded inoſt, tg 
wit, his Marching to the Relief of the Polijp Gar- 
riſon in Meſco, re-ajlumed new Vigour, aud, by

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Chodkievitshs, with all the Head Officers of his 
Party, did omit nothing which they believ'd might 
keep them -in Obedience 3 they endeavoured by 
Entreaties, Promites and Threats, to induce them 
to alter, or at leait to deferr their Reiolution , byt 
in vain; For having choſen one - Joſeph Cieclings 
their General, they march'd, to the Number of be-

The King, tho' diſappointed in rhe” Aſſiſtance of 
thoſe San 6c in which he confided moft, having 


receiv'd a Reinforcement of two thouſand German 


Foot, dire&ed his March towards Smolensbo, where 
by the Acceſſion of thoſe Forces that Quarter'd 
tnercabours, he hop'd to be in a Condition to at- 
Fomge the Relief of his Subjects within the Caſtle 


of the City of AZzſco. But the ſame Evil Genius 
which had alienated the Confederate Forces from 
his Service did follow him to Smolensbs, For the 
Horle in thofe Parts, after the Example of their 
Brethren in Lithuania and Poland, declar'd that 
they would nor .itir. out of their Quarters till their 
Arrears were paid them. King Sigihmund wanting 
Money to ſatishe their Demands, and Strength to 
reduce them to Obedience, was fain to have Re- 
courſe to Entreaties and Promiſes not only of 
their Arrears, but alſo of vaſt Rewards ; but theſe 
verbal Temptations not making the leatt Imprefion 
upon th= Souldiers , the King declar'd that if they 
all refus'd to follow him, he would in Perion at 
the Head of his Guards only march to the Relicf 
of his SubjeRts in Afzſcovy. 

Some of the Horſe, overcome with Shame and 
the Perſwaſions of their Officers, who upbraided 
them | with Cowardice and want of Loyalty, 
being at laſt picvail'd upon, not to leavE the ng 
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i: this critical JunRure, S;giſmund refolv'd to pro- 
cute his March to Viaſna, mid-way betwixt S90- 
lensko and the Cit y of AMuſco. 

| hid almott forgor to have mention d here an 
Acciceiir that hapned to the King at the time of 
his marching our of one of the Gates of Smolencko, 
which is cail'd the Kings Gate, the ſame was in- 
terpreted as an inauſpicious Omen to Sigi/mund. 
For it hapned, that juſt at the ſame Inftane as he 
was to go thro' the abovemenrion'd Gate, the 
Portcullice fell down and flopp'd his Paſlage ; fo 
that he was forced to turn back and take another 
Way to Fiaſna, where he halted , expe&ing to be 
oin d by ſome other Forces, that were quarter 'd 
n the nezghbouring Provinces. 

Whilſt the King, who was always dilatory in his 
Afﬀairs, was advancing with {low Marches towards 
the Ciry of /Adufſco, the Rafſians had prefied on the 
Siege of the Caſtle with more Vigour than before, 
and having perfeted their Lines on all ſides, and 
fortified them with Redoubrs at convenient dittan- 
ces, and reduc 'd the Po/es within to great Straights, 
who, for want of a ſufficient Number of Foot, 
were no longer able to maintain their Works, wuch 
les to hinder the Approaches of the Enemy. How- 
ever, they ſupplied the Defect of rheir Foot by 
the Service of their Kiorſe, who during the whole 
Summer , notwithſtanding all the Paſlages were 
fortified and guarded by the Mefcovites, at ſeveral 
times broke thro” their Lines and brought in Pro- 
vihons for the Garriſon. But theſe Supplies being 
brought in ſo {mall Quantities as not ro' bear any 
proportion with the Neceffities of the Soldiers, who 
were at laſt reduced to extream Want, Chodkrevircks 
reſolv'd to make his latt Effort, and to try whether 
he could not by the ſame Way of the River, 
which he had made ute of before, bring 1n a Sup- 
Piy of hve hundre Waggons, laden W1th all man- 
aer of Provifions into the Cattle, 
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For which purpoſe having order'd a Sally to be 
made with the greatelt part of the Horſe, and 21! the 
Foot within the Caſtle, they by break of day for. 
ced the Guards of the Afeſcovites on the other jide 
of the River Aoſca, to facilitate the Paſſaye of 
their Convoy ,, which they met at ſome dittance 
from the Town. But chey advancing very tlowly 
by reaſon of the great Number of Waggons, the 
Maſcovites had ſufficient Leiſure given chem to 
draw the greateſt part of their Forces out on that 
fide,- ſo'that at their Retwn they were wary re- 
ceived by the whole Power of the Af+ſcrvites, who 
knowing the Fate of the Siege to depeiid from the 
Succeſs of this days Aion, fought with great Ob- 
ſtinacy.: The Poliſh Hourie, mauced by the ſame 
Motives/fought like Men relolved 'to conquer or to 
dy,and,notwithſtanding the great Inequality of their 
Number, had brought the u{covian hore into 

' Confuſion, and would in all likelihood have carried 
the Day, if they had been duly ſeconded by their 
*oo0t commanded by Stra/i. But he being a near 
Poles &-4- Kinſman and Creature of Porocki , who, as we 
r- by the mentioned before, look'd with an ill Eye upon the 
Maio Advancement of Chodkevitski, under pretence of 
vites, | guarding the Convoy of Proviſions, advanced 6 
Londy to the Reſcue of the Horſe, that being fur- 
rounded on all ſides, they had enough to do to 
fizht their Way thro' into the Caſtle, withour being 
able to execute their DNefigen, and were foon after 
followed by the Foot , who were forced to leave 
all the Proviſions intended for their Relief to the 
diſpoſal of the Enemy. 

Thus the Hopes which King S$:g:/mnd had con- 
ceived of the conquering of the R«ſ/ran Empre 
vaniſhed with his Overthrow, which at once lot 
him all the Fruits of his forner Vidories , acquitd 
with the Eftufjon of ſo much Blood , and the Ex- 
pence of a vaſt Treaſure. 

For the Meſtovites having, received certain Intel 
Iizence that King Srifeannd was preparing to ad- 
Vaice to ici Reſcue, doubled their Guard n all 
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cheir Avenues leading to the Caſtle,and ſo ftraightly 
enclos'd the Garriſon within the Limits of theirWalls, 
chat they took from them ali Hopes of receiving 
2ny further Supplies of Provitions. The Poles on 
the other Hand knowing the Importance -of the 
Place which was commirted.to their Cuſtody, from 
whenc2 depended in a great Meaſure the Fate of 
the Meſcovian Empire ; and living m dayly Expe- 
Ration of the Approach of their King, endured all 
the Extremities of Famine with an unparallell d 
Reſolution. For after having contumed every 
thing that was eatabie, not only Forſes, Cats, Doys, 
Rats, Mice, and other living Crearures , bur alſo 
the Leather and Coverts of their Trunks and Sad- 
dles; 'chey proceeded to Human Fleſh, fecding 
upon the Carcafles of ther £omrades. But this 
having 1n a little time cauſed a moſt violent Conta- 
g1-n among them, and reteiving no certain Intelli- 
ence of the further Approach of the Poliſh Army, 

e1r Obitinacy was forced to yieid to the Extre- 
mity to which rhey were reduced by the Watchful- 
neis of the /{ſcovites, and the flow Advances of 
their Countrymen, fo that they ſurrender'd them- 
ſelves at Diſcretion, after having given a thouſand 
evident P:oofs of their Courage and Loyalty du- 
nng this tong and remarkable Siege. 

King S:giſmmmd had been all this while trifling a- 
way his time at /:aſna , where having received thus 
fatal News of the Surrender of the Caitle of 24/co, 
he and the whole Army were put into ſuch a Con- 
{ternation as 1s not ealie to be expreſs'd. Being at 
the greateit Inccrtitude that poſlibly could be, whar 
to reſolve upon at this critical Jun&ture;, he called 
together all his ableſt Counſellours and moſt expe- 
rien.ed Officers, to conſult what was bett to be 
done. There were not a few who advited him to 
lay afide all further Thoughts of the /fuſcovian 
Crown, nd. 1n a far advanced SeaiO0n, not to eXx- 
poſe his Perſon and the whole Army to eminent 
Dancer among. a. Treacheious Icopic. Bur the 
maor Pare were of Opnmuen, that the Pretence: to 
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the Ryſtan Empire ought not to be quited at fo ez- | 
fe a Rate ; thar if he, without any fuither Delay, 
advanced | into the Heart of the Country, it wzs 
not improbable that the ALaſcovites over-awed by 
his Preſence at the Head of a good Army, whilt 
their Aﬀairs were yet in an unſettled Condition, 
might be induced rather to adhere ro their former 
Ele&tion of Prince V/adiſlaus, than to expoſe them- 
{elves afreſh to the Hazards of a ruinous War. And that 
in caſe they ſhould be diſappoinred in theirExpecta- 
tion, it would be more glorious for them to pro- 
cure an honourablePeace with theirSwords int.and, 
than ſhamefully ro curn their Backs to their Ene- 
mies, whereby they would be encouraged to carry 
the War into the Po/r/þ Territories. 
The King having given his Approbation ta the 
latter, it |was reſolved to march immediately to- 
wards Federoviſcum , where having ſet up their 
Head Quarters, the King detached a conſiderable. 
Body of Horte, to advance to the very Walls of the 
City of Afuſco. They were no ſooner come within 
fight of that City, but they were received with 
200d itore of Shot from the Walls, which being 
{econded by a furious Sally, the Poliſh Horſe were 
forced to retire with the Loſs of ſome of their 
Companions. The King judging by the Entertain- 
ment given to his Troops before the Imperial City 
that the Aduſcovites had laid atide all Thoughts of 
receiving his Son Vladrſlars for their Great Duke, 
and hndwg himſelf not in a Capacity at preſent to 
force them to a Compliance, was uncertain what 
Meaſures to take.

He, who bur a few days before had looked upon 
his Afﬀairs as deſperate and paſt redreſs, b.ing over- 


| joyed at ſo unexpected a Succeſs, re-ailumed new 


Courage, and being reſoived ro improve fo favou- 
rable an Opportunity to his Advantage, went im- 
mediarely with wizzt Troops he had left after his 
late Retreat to Plz5zo, where he was received with 
all the Demonſtrations of Joy, and Honour due to 
their Lawtful Sovereign.

The 4eſcovires generally ſhew a great deal of 
Veneration .to the Images of their Saints, whom 
they will fave from among the widit of che Flames 
at the perils of their Lives ; but ſuch walh:ir Ani- 
molity againit Aforoſon, that they ſpared nor the 
lealt thing -they fouud within the compals of his 
Palace, deſtroying all his Furniture of a great Ya- 
lue, and not ſparing the Images of the Saints ; they

Populace was in Arms, and in what manner thcy 
had ranſack'd the Palace of Moroſor and Pleſſon, and 
judging, . not without reafon, that they would allo 
give lum a Vilit in his turn, he hid humitelf under a 
great heap of Birch, which at a certain time, the 
Afuſcovites make Provifien of againft the Winter, ro 
| ſerve| their Stores; and to take away all ſuſpicion, 
he had caufed a g. od number of Flitches of Bacou 
ro be laid acrols of them. - He had ſcarce had leifure 
enough to prepare this retiring place, before the 
Clamours of the approaching Rabble gave him ſufh- 
cient [warning What he had to expect from them: 
To be ſhort, they. forc'g opeu the Doo:s, took a- 
way all þ4g. rich Movables, and knowing him tobe 
in no condFton ot timing abroad, fearch d for him n 
all the moſt abitruſe corners of the Houle, evento 
the 'Cellais and Stables; but not being able to find 
him out, he hai certainty elcaped ther l;ands for 
that time, 1t he had'nuc been berray'd by one of 
his Servants, who being inaced by a goud umm ad

in ſuch a Poſture all the Nighr as ſufficiently ſhew-

The Great Dfike in the mean while, having found 
his Meyſcovite Guards inſufficient the day before to 
make head againſt the Infolencies of the People, 
had ſent for the German Officers with their Regi- 
ments that were quartered 1jear the City, ' to meet 
at their ſeveral Rendezvouſes, and to march with- 
out delay to the Relief of the Caſtle. Purſuant 
to theſe Orders they marched the next Morning 
with Drums beating, and Colours fiying, and Arms 
ready ,' thro” the Heart of the City to the Caſtle ;

Jyanowvits Romanow, Whom he knew to be much re-

He appcar'd beforc them with Cap m Hand, and 
told them in the Name of the Great Duke his Ma- 
iter, that hz hoped they would be fatisticd with the 
Promiſe and Aflurance given by his Czariſh Maje- 
ity's own Mouth, that he himſelf would take Cog- 
niſance of the Matter, and remedy the Grievances 
of which they complained. That his Majeſty had 
j{cnt.him on purpoſe to give them freſh Aflurances, 
that! he was not unmindful of his Word, but. would 
vive them ail the Satisfaftion 1n this Point they 
Could reaſonably defire, and to adviſe them to 
break up the Aflembly and for every one to repair 
to his own Home , that he might the better per- 
form whar he had promiſed. them the day be- 
{ ore. ON | 

This Meſſage being received with the joyful Acclz- 
mations of the People, iuſticiently teitifying their 
App-obation, anſwer was made thar they had no 
realO0n to be diilatished with the Great Duke, bur 
with thole who made uſe of his Name and Autho- 
rity to execute their execrable Villanies upon the 
People; And that therefore they could not ret 
{arished, nor would they iftir from the Place, till 
Boris Ivanovits Moroſon, Leponts Stephanovirs Pleſ- 
fon, and Peter Tichtoncvits Trochanſton were deli- 
vercd up to them ; rhat'they might revenge upon 
their Heads all thoſe Miſchiefs they had done the 
Kingdom. , 1 

Remanow ſhewed them his Acknowledgment 
for the favourable Audience they had afforded 
Im, telling them, that he would immediately go 
and acquant the Great Duke with the Zeal and At- 
fection thev had exprefled for his Perſon, and that 
be did noc queſtion bur that the Great Duke would 
rant their Reguutt, and order the Execution of 
rirſcthree Lords, who had drawn upon themſelves the 
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Patred of his good Subjects, by their Miſmanage- 
ment; but that he was ready to {wear to them 
by the Croſs, that Adorofon and Trochaniſtexs had 
made their Eſcape at the fhrit beginning of the 
Tumulrt , and for the thurd , he dares engage his 
Word, he ſhould be brought to Execution mumect- 
ately. | 

Romanow being returned to the Great Duke, tir 
was, afcer a ſhore Debate, reſolved to ſacrifice 
Pleſſos and Trochanijtow to the Fury ct the People, 


who with agreat deal of Impatiencc waited art the 


Cattle Gatefor the. Grear Duke's Anſwer, out to 
endeavour by ali means poilible the Preſervat:o! of 
Moroſoun ; but that, ro appeaſe the Raye of the 
People, Word ſhould be lent them 1nmediatey, 
that Pleſſou was coming out forthwith ro be ja- 
crih&ca, and thatthe other rwo ſhonld receive the 
ame Puniſhment, fo ſoon as they were found, 
which was done accordingly ; and the People being 
delired to ſend for the Executioner to do his Of- 


tice, they had him ready at Hand with all his Ser- 


vants artending at the Caſtle Gate 3 whence, in leſs 

than a quarter of an Hours time they ſaw him 
leading the miſerable Pleſſo into the Market-place :j.gg, 
before the Caſtle, in order to cut off his Head. But ;,:;#,crc4, 
the People were ſo exaſperated againit him, that * 
they fell upon him immediately with Cudgels ſo 
outrageouily that they diſpatched him in a Moment. - 

His Body was dragged by the Feet thro' the Streets, 
accompanied with Millions of Curles of the Pc - 
pulace; till at laſt a Monk who had a particular 

Spleen againtt the deceaſed, cut off his Head, and 


_ Carried it away in Triumph. 


The Execution of Pleſſox and the reiterated Pro- 
miſes of tha Great Duke, that the reſt, when found,

His eager purſuit after 
amorous Pleaſures 3d almoſt loſt him the Czar's 
Favour; as an Apoplexy diſabled him at Iaft in 
Body and Mind , {o as to know no Body without 
being to!d. | 


He was ſucceded 1n his high Employments, by | 


tie juit now mentioned Naſhockin, who was allo 
made Chancellor of the Ambaſladors Office, and 
Governour of Rafſia A{inor. He was a Perion of 
more than ordinary Iitegrity, not to be corrupted 
dy Preſents or other Illegal means; very ſober and 
ndefatigable in Buſineſs. The firſt proofs of his 
great Capacity he gave at the Concluſion of the 
Peace berwixt the Auſcovites and Poles, to the no 
imall advantaze of the firſt, which was abſolutely 
nanſaQ-d by his Vigilancy and Condutt ; as was _

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the League betwixt the Grear Duke and Swed2lau]. 


It was he that ſettled the Silk Trade Upon a good 
Foundation through Ry/7z, and ſhew'd them the 
way, how the dia, Trade lſghr be drawn that 
way. | He Reform'd and new Modell'd the &»/ia 
Laws all over the Empire; fo" that Suits ſhould he 
les dilatory, and *Criminals ro-be Examined an 
Judged by the Governours” of the Provinces witf 
their Aﬀiitancs 3 Wheceas moſt of the Criminals 
were |before that time brought to 2L4/co,” withno 
leſs Trouble to the Prifoners than Charge to the 
Czar. | He was a great Adinirer of Monarchy, and 
a Patron of the Engliſh ; as on the other hand, Bog- 
dan Mafeilt always was a ſecret Enemy both to 
N:/bovckin and the Engliſp, but a great Friend of the 
D#tch, who uſe] to purchaſe his. Favour by great 
Preſents. 2 - 

This Bogdan was bred up with the Czar from a 
Child, and was much of the ſame Age. He was Lord 
High Sreward of the Houſhold, having in his dif- 
poſal all Domeſtick Afﬀairs. He uſed to be called 
the Whiſpering Favourite, becquſe the Czar asked 
his Advice oftnex; in his'Cloſet than at the Councel- 
Board. It was by his Connivance:that the Jews go 

footing in that Court and the Cicy of Muſ- 
ereas before that time they w:re abominabke 
to ther Aeſcovites, becauſe they ſupplied him with 
handibms young Slaves out of Poland, which he 
entertaineq for his Pl-aſure, ſbme in the Country, 
and ſome im his Palace ind4co. His Lady being Jex- 
lous of theſe Slaves, ſhew'd her Re tniment ar {e- 
veral times m.ſo outragiousa manner,that herDeath 
being reſolved on, ſhe was one Night Poyfoned ina 
Plare/of Sweet-meats ; or as others will have 1t, 
in a Glaſs of Wine. 

As for the Czar Alexis Achaelovits higgel, he 
was a|Perſon of a Majeftick Deportment ; Tall, - 
cling to Far, 'of a Sanguine Complex1on, and,Light 
Brown Hair, Beautiful and Charitable, but ſevere 
in his Anger ; of a very ſtrong Memory, {tri& 10 
his Devorion, and a great Favourer of his Relygjon, 
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n the Obſefvance of - which, he was. the ſtrifteſt 
Man in the World. For he neyer miſſed Diving 
cervice; and if  indi{yoſed, | uſed, to have it per- 
formed in his ,Bed-Chamber. ' On Faſt-days he 
would frequent Mid-night Prayers, ftanding four 
or five hours together proſtratmg himſelf; wo the 
Ground. During the great Falls, he would eat bur 
three Meals a Week, being contented fer the reit, 
with a piece of Brown Bread and Salt, a pickled 
Muſhroon or Cucumber, and a Cup of- Quas, or

ſmall Mead. , In ſhort, it has been obſerved of him, 


that no Monk was ever more obſervant of the Ca- 
nonical hours, than he of Fafts ; it having been 
computed, that he faſted above Eight Months in 
the Year. He would alſo frequencly appear at the 
Procelſions bare-headed' and on feot, and was al- 
ways a declared Patron of the uſcoire Church 3 
noewithſtanding which, he would {ometimes make 
bold with the Church Revenue ' upon Loan, m 
nme of War, which he was not very careful to re- 


ray, knowing that the Church Treaſury, which- is - 


ſupplied out of the beſt part of the Empire,may now 
and then diſpenſe with a Lols for the benefit of the 
Publick. He alſo made an Ordinance to reitrain 


the profuſe Bounty of dying Men to the Clergy ; 


neither would he ever ſuffer a Monaſtery to be 
Founded withour his Licenſe, | 

Every Good-Friday he uied to vitit in the Night 
all the Priſons in the City of Aeſco, to take Perio- 
nal Cogniſance of all the Priſoners ; among whom 
he wculd buy out ſome that were in Debt, and 
releaſe others that were Criminals; | and beſtow 
lometimes great Summs for the uſe of ſuch as he 
knew to be really necelficated. He would cauſe 
thy Empreſs to do the ſame, and to redeem yearly 
a certain number of Women out of Priſon. He 
dered alſo at about ſeyen or eight Miles diſtance

predations'in Poland, King John Gajimir was obl- 
ged to March in Pexfon againſt them, who wy 
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wrally routed them, they Embraced| the ProteR:ton 
of the Great Duke, He finding, himfeit thus X's #'r 
frengthened by the acceilion of ſo, conſiderable a mi'h rhe 
Force,did apply all his Care tor the recovery of S-0- Pics. 
leniko ; for which purpoſe having broughr rogefher 
2 great Army, and a vaſt Train of Artillery, he be-,j, 7-4. 
fieged the City of Smolen:ko in the Year 1653. and ,, of Sw 64 
notwithſtanding the Reſolute Detence of the Pel'ſ7 ,c\, 
Garrifon , made himielt Maſter of it in the Year 
next following. 
The rakmg of which Place was chiefly attributed 
to the Coſacks, who upon all occations gave the ut- 
moſt proofs of their Bravery, and Hatred againit 
the Poles during this Memorable Szige. 
Having thus opened his way into Po/ard, he car- 
cied the Terrour of his Victorious Arms mo the 
Great Dutchy of Lithuania, he Ravaged the whole 
be Year 1655. 
alſo the Capital City, called Yzlna ; where, as well ..,, Vita 
2s in other places, the 4/covires commirred moft ., 
horrid Barbarities, in Retaliation, as they ſaid, of 
thoſe Calamities they had ſuffered by the Poliſh In- 
vation, during their Intetftine Commotions. 
In the ſame Year Charles Gaftavus King of Swe- 
den, entered Poland with an Army of Choſen Men, 
and having ſoon Ccnyuered the Great and Leſſer Po- 
land, aud Moſovia, with the City of Cracovia, 
Marched from thence into Pr«ſ/ia, whiere he was re- 
caived by molt of the Cities, except Dantzich, who 
ſtood firm to the Intereſt of King Caſimir. Sce- 
mg his Afﬀairs reduc'd to that Extremity, he fled 
himſelf into Sileſia for Retuge and\Aid from the 
Emperour ; ſo that not only the whole ſtandipg 
Miltia of Poland, but alſo that part of Lithnamia, 
which was not as yet Conquered by the Ayſtovires, 
ſubmitted themſelves to the Swediſh Prorettion. 
Czar Alexis Michaelovits, not thinking it Advi- 
able to Encounter the Swedes, fiuſh'd with their 
late Succeſs, and ſtrengthened by the whole Force 
of Poland, judged it more for his Intereſt, to make 
v.e of this Opportunity, whiltt the Swedes were 
O 2 Engaged 
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His Engaged with the Poles, to transfer his Arms into 
wich Swce Livonia, where he hoped to make a conſiderable 
deu, Progreſs in the abſence of their King, Charles Ga 

ſtauus, before he ſhouid be able to come to their 


Relief. 


Erters Li» Purſuant to this Reſolution, he entred Livonig 
v.nia. with! a very Puiflant Army, and Behieged Torpa, 
which after ſome Reſiſtance, he tcok by Compo- 
ſition. ; 
Having ſoon after made himſelf Maſter of Ke- 
Is firced: penhoyſer, 2nd ſome other places of Note, he laid 
415.18 Siege to the City of Riga, the Capital of the Pio- 
or F eh vince of Lettie in Livonia, Situate upon the River 
1 Dane, which exonerares it ſelf into the Baltick Sea; 
but the Swediſh Garriſon defended the Place with {6 
much Galantry, that the Adſcovites, notwithitay- 
ding|their reiterated Attacks, were forced to Raile 
the Siege with very great Lols. 

In the mean time the Poles having recolleced 
themſelves, after their firſt Coniternation, had De- 
feated and Di:perſed the Swedes that were Quarcer- 
£d up and down the Country ; had Retaken Waſc- 
via, and the Revolred Lithaamans, had Surprited 
and Killed all the Swedes that were in Winter Quar- 
ters with them. 

And tho' Charles Guſtavus the Swediſh King (hav- 
IrZ been joined before by the Ele&ot of Brarnder- 
burgh's Forces) did Vanquiſh the Poles in a Memo- 
rable| Battle, which laſted Three Days near Warc- 
v14 ; yet being ſoon after obliged to March out of 
Poland againſt the Danes, the Poles Retook Cracovia 
and Thorn from the Swedes, and Recovered Comr- 
land out of their Hands. ; 

At laſt both Crowns being Tired with the War, 
a Treaty of Peace was ſet on foot in the Year 1666. 
in the Monaſtcy of Oliva near the City of Dantzch, 
m the Royal Pru//ia; ſo that Czar Alcxis Michael. 
vits fearing not without Reaſon, that after the 
Peace was Concluded betwixt both thoſe Potent 
Kingdoms, they might turn their United Forces a- 
gainft| him, propoſed to be included in the faid Trea- 

ty; 
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o; by Virtue of which, both theA4eſcovites and Poles Peticms !» 
Rengned their Pretenſions upon Lironia to the #4: Gia. 
ro95 «tp but the firſt were Confirm'd in the Poſle(- 
fon of Smolencho, Severia and Kiovia, which was 
2iven them by rhe Poles as an Equivalent of what 
they loſt in Livonia, In lieu of which, the Swedes 
reſtored to the Poles all the places they were poſie!- 
ſed of in the Royal Prxfſia, and the later Reſign'd 
the whole Sovereignty over the Ducal Profiie ro 
the Eletor of Brandenburgh, This Peace proved 
very Advantagious to the Aſyſcovites, who by the 
Recovery of theſe Frontier Provinces, ſecured 
themſelves againſt the further Atcempts of a molt 
Potent Neighbour. | 
The War he was engaged in againtt the Tirks 7; wir 
and Crim Tartars, was Occalioned becauſe ſome of .; þ þ- 
the Zaporogian Ceſacks had ſubmired themſelves Turk. . 
under his Prote&tion ( az we mentioned before ) 
whereas ſome of them had ſoughr for Procection 
under the Grand Seignior , which occathoned” a 
War betwixt theſe two potent Neighbours, m 
which the Af4ſcovites got but lirtie Advantage ; For 
the Crim Tartars made an Irruption into Axſco- 
79, and carried away above 400000 Souls into per- 
petual Captivity. | 
There had ſome years before alſo been ſwept a- 
way by the Plague InieKs ſeven and eighr Eun- 
dred thouſand Peopie, and a great Number of Yen 
had been loſt in the War with the Poles and Swedes ; 
& that betwixt the Sword and Plague, it was 
computed that Afuſcovy had in Ten years time loit 
near a Million and a half of Pcople, which fo 1m- 
onde rig and depopulated the Countty, that a- 
undance of the beſt Land Jay untilled for want 
of Hands, and that in ſowe of the Southern Parts, 
where the Crim Tartars had made their Inrozds, 
ere was ſcarce any thing to be feenaburt Women 
and Children ; Since which time however the Raf- 
fran Empire has in a g:eac mate; recur iid its 
pritt;ne P:offctity.

He was a Dunenſian Coſack by Birth, and having 
obſerved a certain Diſpoſiticn 1n the Nagaias Tyr. 
rars, inhabiting the Kingdom of Caſan and 4a 
chan,| by Reaſon. of the heavy Oppretlions they 
groaned under, by the Miſmanagement and Ay. 
rice of the A4zſcovite Governours in thoſe Parts, 
to ſhake off the Rx/ſian Yoak, he gathered a conh- 


+ derable Party, and being afſiſted by a gcod Num- 


ber of his Fellow CO inhabiting betwixt the 
Dan and the Wolga, he marched at the Head of 
them to beliege the City of Aſtrachan, which, after 
ſome {mall Rekftance. was .ſurrendred into his 
Hands. From thence he marched towards Caſar, 
threatning not only that City, bur alſo the Suuchern 
Aluſcovy with a moſt dreadful Invation, his Army:
